1. SUMMARY: MAY WAS HIGHLIGHTED BY AMBASSADOR VANCE'S 
AND DEA ADMINISTRATOR BARTEL'S CONVERSATIONS WITH ATTORNEY 
GENERAL OJEDA PAULLADA; AND MOST OF THE MONTH CONSISTED 
OF FOLLOW-UP TALKS ON A WORKING LEVEL, IN PREPARATION 
FOR LATER FORMAL AGREEMENTS. THE DEPUTY ATTORNEY GENERAL 
REFERRED TO THE DANGER THAT MEXICAN HEROIN MIGHT FILL 
THE FACUUM LEFT BY THE TURKISH OPIUM BAN; AND THE DIRECTOR 
OF THE MEXICAN CENTER FOR DRUG DEPENDENCEY RESEARCH UNDER- 
SCORED THE IMPORTANCE OF THE DEMAND SIDE AS WELL AS 
ENFORCEMENT IN COMBATTING DRUG ABUSE. SEIZURES OF HEROIN 
AND OPIUM WERE DOWN IN MAY, AS WERE ERADICTION STATISTICS 
FOR OPIUM POPPIES; THIS WAS COUNTERBALANCED BY AN INCREASE 
IN MARIJUANA SEIZED AND ERADICATED, INDICATING THE END 
OF THE POPPY HARVEST AND THE BEGINNING OF THE PEAK SEASON 
FOR MARIJUANA. END SUMMARY. 
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2. EMBASSY AND GOM ACTIVITIES 

A. THE EMBASSY NARCOTICS CORRDINATOR ATTENDED THE MAY 9 
MEETING IN WASHINGTON OF THE LATIN AMERICAN SUBCOMMITTEE 
OF THE CABINET COMMITTEE ON INTERNATIONAL NARCOTICS 
CONTROL. THE MEETING WAS DEVOTED LARGELY TO THE MEXICAN 
PROBLEM, AS PREPARATION FOR THE VISIT TO MEXICO OF AMBASSADOR 
VANCE AND DEA ADMINISTRATOR BARTELS. 

B. ON MAY 1 1 AND 12 AMBASSADOR VANCE AND MR. BARTELS HELD 
CORDIAL BUT VERY SUBSTANTIVE DISCUSSIONS ON THE GAMUT OF 
NARCOTICS QUESTIONS WITH ATTORNEY GENERAL OJEDA PAULLADA, 
AT THE LATTER'S HOME IN CUERNAVACA. ALSO PARTICIPATING 
WERE DEPUTY ATTORNEY GENERAL ROSALES MIRANDA AND DR. 
ALEJANDRO GERTZ ON THE GOM SIDE, AND DEA RD EYMAN, 

SEAM COORDINATOR MORENO, DRD HEATH AND NARCOTICS COOR 
DINATOR ALBERTI ON USG SIDE. THE TALKS LAID BASIS FOR 
FURTHER, WORKING-LEVEL DISCUSSIONS TO WORK OUT MANIFOLD 
DETAILS PRIOR TO RESUMPTION OF 1974-1975 CAMPAIGN 
(MEXICO 2923). 

C. ON MAY 16 THE ATTORNEY GENERAL WAS BRIEFED ON 
OPERATION "COMPASS TRIP" BY MR. SCHLESINGER AND DR. SHELDON 
OF DEA (MEXICO 4098). 

D. AS AN OUTGROWTH OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL'S TALKS 

WITH AMBASSADOR VANCE AND MR. BARTELS, ON MAY 24 THE DEPUTY 
ATTORNEY GENERAL PRESENTED DEA AND EMBOFF WITH A LENGTHY 
LIST OF REQUIREMENTS FOR THE 1974-1975 CAMPAIGN (MEXICO 
4359). 

E. IN A PRESS INTERVIEW, DEPUTY ATTORNEY GENERAL ROSALES 
MIRANDA UNDERLINED THE NEED FOR EXTREME VIGILANCE TO 
PREVENT MEXICAN POPPY CULTIVATORS FROM CAPITALIZING ON 
THE INCREASED DEMAND FOR MEXICAN HEROIN RESULTING FROM 
THE TURKISH OPIUM BAN AND THE CRACKDOWN ON MARSEILLES 
REFINERIES. 

F. ON THE PREVENTION/TREATMENT SIDE, THE DIRECTOR OF 
THE MEXICAN CENTER FOR DRUG DEPENDENCEY RESEARCH, SAID 
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IN A SAN LUIS POTOSI SPEECH THAT MEXICAN PROGRAMS TO HALT 
DRUG ADDICTION HAD FAILED BECAUSE TOTAL EMPHASIS HAD BEEN 
PLACED ON ENFORCEMENT AND WUJDRVAND SIDE HAD 

BEEN NEGLECTED. HE ADDED THAT FOR EVERY YOUTHFUL DRUG 
USER WHO SEEKS TREATMENT IN AN OFFICIAL INSTITUTION, 

PERHAPS 150 ARE TREATED IN PRIVATE HOSPITALS.
